For ate Teaching 


New Organ Instructor 
To Replace Dr. Nevin

When college officials hired Paul 
D. Keenan it was a case of the army 
helping the army, because Westmin- 
ster’s new chemistry instructor was 
called from Camp Barkeley, Texas, 
to teach ASTP classes on the campus. 

A former graduate of Westmin- 
ster, class of 1932, Mr. Keenan is 
right at home in Science hall be- 
cause besides majoring in chemistry, 
he used to be a lab assistant. Ac- 
cording to him, the most outstanding 
change about Westminster is the 
army-navy atmosphere. 

Teaching An Ambition 

“I hardly expected to be back here 
as a teacher, but it was rather an 
ambition”, explained the new chem- 
istry teacher, who taught at Chancy 
high school, Youngstown, from 1975 
until 1942, when he was inducted 
into the army. 

Traveling all over the United States 
and Canada is a hobby pf Mr. Keen- 
an’s, and he explains that he traveled 
-mostly by train or automobile until 
he got in the army. “And I saw 
quite a bit of the country while I 
was in the army.... hikes, you 
know”.

Stationed at Camp Barkeley as a 
Technician fifth grade with a medical 
training group, Mr. Keenan was 
waiting to be assigned to a unit when 
he was informed that the army had 
returned him to reserve status so 
that hé could come to Westminster 
and teach the cadets chemistry. “It’s 
much more desirable”, smiled the 
chemistry teacher. 

Mr. Keenan got his Masters degree 


from Ohio State. He likes college “ 


teaching because “you can count on 
the student doing much more for 
himself”. If he had his choice of 
work for the future, he’d like to do 
either college or high school ad- 
ministrative work. 





Not Asking For Much . . . 


An instructor in organ, Mr. 
Clyde English, of Pittsburgh, 
has been named to succeed the 
late Gordon Balch Nevin, -na- 
tionally-known organist and 
composer who died recently. 


A graduate of Carnegie Tech, 
who has also studied organ with 
Clarence Dickinson at the Union 
Seminary in New York City, Eng- 
lish now holds two jobs. Besides 
his Westminster teaching, he is or- 
ganist at the Sixth Presbyterian 
church in Pittsburgh. 

“My favorite composer is Bach”, 
explained Mr. English who added 
that he thinks modern American or- 
gan music is “swell”. His favorite 
composers in ‘the modern American 
field include a New Castle composer, 
Edmunson. 

Ping pong is Mr. English’s favorite 
recreation and he explains that it’s 
about all he ever had time for. Mr. 
English doesn’t have much time these 
days. He commutes between here 
and Pittsburgh and is pn campus 
only two days out of each week, 
Thursday and Friday, But those are 
busy days, fer besides ‘sixteen organ 
students, the new department of mu- 
sic instructor directs the college cha- 
pel choir. 

“I like jazz and modern popular 
music”, said Mr. English, who ad- 
mitted, though, that classical music 
was his favorite. because after all, 
“I support myself on classical mu- 
sic”. é 

Commenting on the chapel organ. 
the new instructor said tha® the or- 
gan is medium size, and Spam titely 
toned”. 

“Tm going to Bo through’ the list 
from Bach to moderns”, explained 
Mr. English when he announced 
that he’s planning to give © recital 
sometime in February.

“A prof with modern ideas and: an understanding mind” 
could step into the shoes of Westminster students’ “ideal in- 


structor”. 


Coeds prefer a man, not necessarily young and good looking 
(although that does ease the strain of an otherwise dull lecture), 
but one who “understands why I can’t comprehend the intricate

workings of a motor”. 
On the other hand, boys lean to- 
ward ,middle aged women standing 


‘ before them in the classroom.; We 


fully expected to find an unanimous 
appeal for glamorous young grad- 
uates of universities. But it seems 
their feminine graces would distract 
the young men from their books— 
too much of a chance to take. 

Despite all the groans and com- 
plaints about heavy assignments and 
minimum cut systems, eight put of 
ten students interviewed expressed 
the preference for a professor that 
demands accuracy and punctuality, 
but not to the point that “he makes 
chills run down my back”. 

Our “ideal” doesn’t wander up and 
down the classroom, stopping every 
few minutes to gaze out the window 
as if class for him too was a bore; 
nor does he stand transfixed before 
a lecture stand. He moves about 
moderately, giving blackboard illus- 
trations when more enlightening to 
the text and using gestures to prove 
that he too is alive and interested 
in the material. 

Lectures are far more capable of 
preventing early morning “snoozes” 
when they are brightened up with 
humorous incidents relative to the 
text. 

Since students are equally divided 
in their choice of “profs” who gaze 
collectively at the sea of faces be- 
fore him and those who singie oui 
individuals for a two second glance 
the instructor may use his own ju 
ment, 

To add a bit of humanism, students 


* appreciate that touch pf “absent- 
so traditionally asso- , 


mindedness’ 
ciated with. college professors. For 
example, forgetting that quiz he in- 
tended to spring as a surprise or 
failing to call for the list of physics 
probleins that seemed impossible to 
solve. 

Westminster professors need not, 
feel “blue”. Many students’ “ideals” 
can be found in their midst.

Needs Of College 
In Alumni Letter 


More Books, Athletic 
Field, Better Science 
Building Mentioned: 


Looking forward to the cele- 
bration in 1952 of the 100th an- 
niversary of the founding of 
Westminster, Dr. H. H. Donald- 
son, ’02, chairman of the Cen- 
tennial committee, outlines the 
needs pf the college in'a letter to the 
5000 alumni through the Blue and 
White Broadcast. 

The committee, authorized and ap- 


‘ pointed by the Board of Trustees 


about four years ago, have consid- 
ered an increase in endowment funds 
as an urgent necessity. Funds have 
remedied a deficiency in dormitory 
facilities by providing Browne, Fer- 
guson, and Jeffers Hall, but Dr. Don- 
aldson shows where Westminster 
needs other improvements. 

“The library’s physical equipment 
is almost ideal,” but it requires many 
books. Quality of education at West- 
minster can be improved by ‘provid- 
ing better opportunities for colla- 
teral reading”, was Dr. Donaldson’s 
opinion. 

He also stressed the need of lab- 
oratory space and equipment, stating 
that the laboratories were never too 
capacious and that now overcrowding 
has become serious. Although a 
fund has been contributed, chiefly 
by one alumnus, it represents only 
one-tenth of the amount necessary. 


“An athletic field j B demanded, and 
an auditorium will’soon be needed 


for the capacity of the chapel is not 
sufficient for alk. .callege; meetings. 
A residence for the president would 
be a desirable addition and addi- 
tional funds for scholarships and 
for endowment of Chairs are sought”, 
Dr. Donaldson said. | 

The letter concluded with the 
statement, “Westminster college, sup- 
ported by prayers, moral support, 
wealth, and good deeds of her alumni 
and friends, need not fear post-war 
problems”. 


Lieut. Ralph Johnston 
Latest College Casualty 


Former Westminster student Ralph - 


Edward Johnston, ex-’44, of Sharon, 
was killed at Salinas field, California, 
on December 31, when the fighter 
plane he was piloting crashed and 
burned. 

In the service a little over a year, 
Lt. Johnston received his commis- 
sion just a few days before the ac- 
cident. Onlookers reported that 
Johnston had plenty of time to bail 
out after the plane got out of con- 
trol, but that he stayed with it, trying 
to save the plane. © 

Johnston’s body’ was brought by 
Army. bomber and raijroad train 
back to Sharon, where a military 
funeral was held under the direction 
of the local American Legion post.

4 H. H. Donaldson gives a clear picture of 
what facilities are lacking at Westminster and 
the improvements the centennial committee 
~ has in mind that should be started or made 
before Westminster’s 100th anniversary in 1952. 

"At one time or another in past years, edi- 
torials have appeared in the Holcad stressing 
some of the college’s needs. At intervals the 
students thought the college could-use a new 
athletic field, a new and better equipped-science 
building, a student activities building, an audi- 
torium, and a new gymnasium. The centen- 
nial committee agrees that such improvements 
are necessary ‘and urgent. 

Gan work on all these additions be started 
and progressing in the eight years before the 
centennial celebration? Older graduates and 
former students have seen Browne Hall, Old 


Main, Ferguson Hall, Jeffers Hall, and McGill: 


Library appear, and the quadrangle developed 
over a period of 15 years. 


According to Dr: Donaldson, before these 


projects were completed, there) were always 
shaking ‘of heads on each occasion as to the 
probable success of the venture. And there 
were the worries over whether Westminster 
_ was in firm condition to survive the financial 
debacle that seemed in store for her. 

’ Dr. Donaldson addressed his letter to the 
alumni asking each individual alumnus to lend 
his whole-hearted cooperation and devotion to 
future developments in the interests of West- 
minster college. 

k We believe that the centennial program is 
of importance to the students because these 
problems do concern the coeds and collegians, 
who also will become alumni shortly. Where 
the committee asks for alumni understanding, 
the Holcad-asks the students to keep the pro- 
gram in mind from now on andsdo what they 
can to help the college grow.

_ that while you’re in school or after you havé

Anyone visiting the German room, on the third floor of Old 
Main recently noticed that something new had been added. | Two 
bronze statues have been presented to the college by Mrs Matt- 
hews, wife of Dr. Donald Matthews of the biology department. 

Besides the two statues, Mrs. Matthews presented German 
books to the library. Both gifts were given in memory of her

father, thé late Henry A. Koch, of 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 


Standing on small tables, beauti- 
fully carved of pure ebony wood, the 


statues, or “Landsknechte” represent 


15th century “servants of the land” 
who were the elite guard of the Em- 
peror Maximillian the First. 

Fine German craftsmanship is evi- 
dent in these statues, which accord- 
ing to Mr, Walter Biberich, German 
professor, are at least a half century 
old. They represent a type of sol- 


ier or civil servants which disap- 


peared about the 17th century. The 
statues hold short swords and a hel- 
met of one is a lion with wings. 


: Books given to the library include 


a well-illustrated history of the Gei- 
man-French war, 1870-71, “Im Wort 
und Bild”. A 15 volume set of en- 
cyclopedias are also in the collection 


of books which, of course, are all in 


German.

Colonel Edward L. Kelly made 
the presentations while Major Earle 
Bartholomew, both of the Air ™ rce 
staff at the. University of Pittsburgh, 
read the citations. 

Colonel Watt, son of Mrs. Alice 
Watt, Youngstown, Ohio, was lost 
in the North Pacific May ‘23, 1943, 
during an engagement with 16 Jap- 
anese heavy bombers near Attu. 


Members of his squadron told his 


wife that there is a strong possibility 
that Colonel Watt is still alive and 
aa prisoner of the Japanese. They 
believe he landed at Kiska and was 
captured there. However, Colonel 
Watt has been officially listed as 
killed in action by the Army. 

' After graduating from Westmin- 
ster, Colonel Watt was employed in 
Canton for a short time until he en- 
listed in the Army Air Force in 
1936. Assigned to Pearl Harbor ear- 
ly in 1941 he was transferred later 
to an American base after the in- 
famous bombing. After volunteering 
for foreign service, Colonel Wait was 
assigned to the North Pacific.

Dormitory lights didn't burn into the early morning hours 
while Grandma and her friends stayed up to translate that Latin 
that had been tossed aside earlier for a stout bull-session on the 
latest trend in skirts. Back at the turn of the century when 
Grandma lived at Ladies hall (now Hillside) lights were out at 
10:20. Special permission for late studying was given only on 


request from the housemother, and @ 


only so many times a month. 

Kerozene lamps were filled to last 
only a little more than an hour. These 
lamps had to be left with the others 
in the downstairs hall before break- 
fast for refilling. 

Happy Times 
Lighted by oil lamps, heated by 


wood burning stoves, the rcoms at 
Ladies’ hall were nevertheless the 


. scenes of many happy times. If 


Grandma had the right kind of pan 
that would hang from a broom han- 
dle, she could make candy over the 
iron stove in her room. The odor 
was, however, usually a dead give- 
away to a house-mother patrolling 
the halls. ; 

Midnight feeds, gathered together 
in a darkened ropm, were often low- 
ered to anxious swains below by 
ropes from the windows. Grandpa 
and his gang were usually prowling 
around the hall when they heard of 
a box sent from home te the young 
ladies. 

One Saturday night icebox raid at 
the hall was followed the next morn- 











ing by a chapel scripture, “I have 
mest to eat that ye know not of”. 
Clothes Pressing 

Clothes pressing was done two days 
a week in’ the basement with flat 
irons heated on an‘old cook stove. 
On these days a pot of thickening 
candy was-usually found boiling on 
the stove. 

Ice cream served with caltines in 
the basement dining room Sunday 
evening was a weekly treat: for 
Grandma. Cows were kept in the 
barn behind the dormitory to insure 
the girls of daily fresh milk. 

Morning prayer meetings were held 


+ in the parlor of Ladies’ hail before 


the first class. 

The next train home was the pen- 
alty for coeds leaving the grounds _ 
after 7 p’clock” weekday evenings. 
According to the college rules which 
establizhed Westminster as “a Chris- 
tian home where young ladies may 
live under the most select super- 
vision” girls were to spend their 
free time at Ladies’ hall, not in the 
presence of young men in town or 
on other parts of the campus.

Lecturer Gaetano Salvemini Attacks 
Vatican’s Cuoperation With Mussolin

Distinguishing between the church as a religious authority 
and the church as a political power which could condone the 
attack on Ethiopia as a “war of self-defense”, Dr. Gaetano Sal- 
vemini, exiled Italian liberal and historian, attacked the Vati- 
can’s cooperation with Mussolini in his lecture in Wallace chapel 


yesterday evening. 


“Neither Pope Pius XI nor Pope Pius XII ever showed any 
‘ a oe, 


love for a democratic regime, which 


would mean equal freedom for all 


religions, freedom pf the press, and 


all the other freedoms”, Dr. Salve- 
mini said. “They chose to put up 
with fascism because it promised a 
government which would guarantee 
their place as it stood then. Musso- 
lini was a man sent by providence!” 

‘Becau:e its appeal was strong ih 
the United States where Mussolini 
wes weak, the church was able to 
bring much American support to the 
fascist party, more than most people 
are aware of, according to the speak- 
er, 

Now lecturing on Italian history 
at Harvard university, the historian 
was once challenged to a duel with 
Mussolini. The‘duel never came off, 
but Salvemini was later imprisoned 
for eight weeks because his student: 
were getting too many ideas to suit 
the fascist party. 

Dr. Salvemini’s dramatic abilities 
were as interesting as what he had 
to say, as he answered questions fo!- 
lowing his lecture. Backing up his 
statements with all the vigorous ges- 
tures for which he is noted, he de- 
clared that the allies were losing 
popularity with the Italian people 
because of their dealing with fascist 


office-holders instead of letting the 


Italian people take over and work out 
a democracy for themselves. 


“We must get over the idea that 


we have to show everybody else 

how to hold up their suspenders”, 

the speaker ized. “Let them 

work it out for themselves; let them 

do what they want to do. And if 

’ they want to go to—”, “well, let them 
go.”

Apparently the Bisons felt bad 
about knocking Wash-Jeff from the 
Pinnacle last week, because they 
gave the lead back to the Prexies by 
their most recent conquest. Earlier 
this season Westminster decisioned 
Bethany, 64-56. 


Getting back in the title chase 
again with their record of six wins 
and four losses, the Bisons got off 


to a fast start, taking a 12-1 lead in. 


the opening minutes, and Westmin- 


ster never caught up. Early in the. 


second period, things looked brighter 
for the Washabaughmen when they 
got back in the game by narrowing 
the margin to 17-14, but Bethany 
turned on the pressure to outdistance 
the locals.

This letter is by request. Paul, 
our good editor, asks that I write 
what I think college students can 
do to help inform the public about 
the good things you have found at 
We:tminster.

Reporter Explores Chapel Ceiling; 


February 11, 1944 
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Finds Organ Pipes And Deep Slopes

Have you ever risked your life walking a cat walk above the 


senior trancept in the college chapel? 


through doors much too small for you? Have you ever tried to 
climb a narrow steel ladder with a flashlight in one hand .and 
attempting to pry open a trap door with the other? 


I did all this and more last week when I and the journalism” 
a 


prof decided a ramble among the 
organ pipes in the chapel ceiling 
sounded exciting. Through the door 
on the third floor of Old Main which 
is kept locked and up steel steps to 
a landing I went. Up the narrow 
ladder, expecting to fall off any sec- 
ond, I struggled. Climbing through 
the trap door at the top and wriggling 
from side to side until I finally 
squeezed through a small door, I 
found myself in a long, narrow room 
with a plank down the center on 
which to walk. A little cupboard in 
this room contained miles of organ 
pipes ranging from very small ones 
which looked like flutes to big ones 
resembling smpke stacks. On the 
floor were tubs of water to prevent 
the organ from drying. 

As I flashed the light to the far 
end of the room, I thought I saw a 
small door, which I got through. It 
was a very small room where the 
organ chimes are. Small wooden 
structures with vibrating strings from 
top to bottom constitute the chimes. 

Then I crawled through another 
small door at the other side of the 
room. The next and last room‘ was 
the most exciting of all. The room 
was long and narrow an¢ pitch black, 
and the flashlight cast a dim blue 
shadow abput the room. There was 
a catwalk wide enough for only one 
person. On either side of the walk 
stretched a plaster founclation which 
would be of absolutely no support 
to one losing his foothold. 

As I reached the end of the walk, 
I took one look down—that was 
enough. The ceiling of the arch at 
the back of the chapel came to a 
point here, but it sloped rapidly down 
to the vestibule. 

I didn’t find any rats, or skeletons 
of past boodlers, or hidden treasures, 
but I did find an enchanting place 
full or organ pipes, deep slopes, and 
stacked boxes, high above the chapel.

“There had been a little 
bit of a fire in senior lodge the night 
before, afd the girls had been smoked 
out. When I called the Post Gazette 
to tell them the results of a game I 
gave them a slightly satirical account 
of our great fire, and of the heroism 
displayed by the brave men of West- 
minster, and the next day the Post 
Gazette came out with the whole 
story, still satirical, on the front page. 
Dr. Wallace was indignant”. 

Dr. Strangeway continued to write 
for church papers after he left West- 
minster. A degree from the Pitt:- 
burgh Xenia Seminary and a church 
in Philadelphia didn’t change his 
style, but using satire was a little less 
dangerous because he was writing 


‘under the name of Thomas the Less. 


While still in Philadelphia, Dr. 
Strangeway was sent to the mission 
fields along the Nile, as a repre- 


sentative of the Board of- Foreign - 


Missions. Here he saw many pf the 
conditions which he has spoken about 
this week. 

“Missionary work is no longer o 
matter of our interfering with the 
life of the people whom we are trying 
to help”, Dr. Strangeway discovered. 
“Now we are training native leaders 
in education, medicine, and religion 
Many 
of these stations are largely self sup- 
porting already, but there are always 
new fields to be opened.” 

According to Dr. Strangeway, it 
would be good for us to have native 
teachers from these fields in our own 
church, colleges. 

“It would help us to get that in- 
ternational point of view,” he said. 


“Then we might really have a chance 


of understanding these Peebles we 
talk about.” 

_Dr. Strangeway, who has been on 
campus throughout the Week of 
Prayer, will give his last evening 
address tonight, and will close the 
week with a sermon Sunday morning 
inthe United Presbyterian church.

Does a coed need an 
organization “to provide the different 
social activities that girls do want 
to enter into during their stay in 
college”. It is a pity if-this is the 
case at Westminster! If a girl re- 
fused such privileges, social life of 
this kind is insincere, and not worth 
seeking. 

There is no room for bitterness in 
the mind of a true independent. If 
you freshmen who are non-sorority 
attain a healthy, unbiased attitude, 
you will see where the sororities 
serve their purpose, and you, yours. 

As to “unhappiness”, the happiest 
girl on campus is the independent 
who knows she has gained friends 
for what she herself is, and for what 
she has accomplished, and not for 
which sorority has backed her.

year the first yearbook was printed 
by seniors, who called themselves 
“the naughty four’. That edition 
consisted of stiff pictures, 42 to a 


page put in sideways and almost un-. 


recognizable, stories, and poems. 
Each class had its colors, motto, yell, 
flower, and song. A poem dedicated 


,by the seniors preceded every class 


division. Typical is this one: 
‘Dear sophomores, you’re a brilliant 
set, 

Of that we have no doubt: 

But this advice we snould suggest 

Let others find it out.” 

Freshmen were humiliated when 
the Argo printed all their names with 
no capital letters. 
ed them in green ink, scrambled and 
put in upside down. 

Sports, although given plenty of 
space, never gained the attention the 
yearly Geneva-Westminster debate 
did. In the 1904 book the entire bas- 
ketball season is summed up in one 
short paragraph wherein the read 
learns that we won 13 out of 1 
Also, we managed to beat Penn Siate 
33-18 (the only score given). 

During the first World War we had 
a football team but in dealing with 
baseball, the Argo has the heading 
‘Basebuil” with nothing under it. 
The same is true of track except that 
there is a cartoon of a collegian say- 
ing, “There weren’t none ’count of 
the Kaiser”. 

One of the most outstanding things 
which comes to mind when looking 
over back records of this college is 
the familiar sounding names of pre- 
vious students. We find mention of 
Christie, Hazlett, McCalmont,, Rotz- 
ler, Thompson, Houston, Conway, 
Berry, Jamison, Mercer, McLaughry. 
and many others. Whether decend- 
ants of these, we find students of 
these same names on campus today. 


Included in the day by day calen- 


‘dar of events printed without fail in 


the first 20 yearbooks we find en- 
tries like these: 

September 16, 1912—Who’s Who so- 
"cial, freshman’s remark, “I met some 
of the queerest people.” 

May 23, 1912—Sabbath. Everybody 
sleeps. 

November “12, 1919—Pitt * game. 
Lost 25-0. But that was wonderful— 
wonderful! 

Through the pages of the Argos we 
see the campus grow, tradition form- 
ed, rules revised. The events of the 
years gone by make out Westminster 
as it is today.

“75, died at his home on Neshannock avenue Tuesday evening 
of a heart attack. Services were held yesterday afternoon in the 


United Presbyterian church with Dr. J. Ralph Neale and Dr. 


« Robert. F. Galbreath-in charge. 
cemetery pn the Volant: road. 
Westminster’s conservatory of mu- 
sic remained closed during the ser- 
vices as a tribute to Mr. Campbell 
who has been professor of voice in 
the conservatory and served as di- 
rector of music for Westminster from 
1906 to 1919. He was instrumental 
in having the Conservatory of Music 
built. 
Educated Here 
Born at Clifton, Ohio, October 25, 
1868, the son of Rev. Aleander Camp- 


bell and Mary Turner Campbell, Mr. 
Campbell was educated in the local 


public schools and received a bache- 
lor of music degree from Westmin- 
ster college in 1890, and a bachelor 
of arts degree the following year. 


. He later was awarded a master of 


arts degree from Westminster in 1908, 
and in 1934 was given an honorary 


‘ LL.D, degree from Sterling college. - 


**Being especially interested in mu- 
sic, Mr. Campbell carried on his stud- 


. jes in New York and Paris under 


Jean de Reszke. For a number of 
years he served as music director 
for Nebraska State Institution for the 
Blyind, Baird college for Women, 
Mo.; Trinity university, Texas; and 
for the Ohio State university sum- 
mer sessions from 1913 to 1919. 

Always active in civic affairs in 
New Wilmington, Mr. Campbell was 
president of the borough council 
from 1916 to 1924, and was one of 
the committee of four in charge of 
the paving of borough streets and 
securing the present electric lighting 
system. Upon failure of the First 
National Bank in the community, he 
was selected by the depositors to or- 
ganize a new and seperate bank. He 
organized the present Depositors Na- 
tional Bank and served as its presi- 
dent during the organization period. 

Helped Organize Rotary 

One of a committee of four ap- 

-pointed by the district governor, he 


’ helped organize the local Rotary club 


of which he was a charter member 
and past president. . 

He was also a charter member of 
the Musicians club of New York and 
a member of the Music Teachers Na- 
tional association. Until his death 
he was actively interested in music 
affairs in New Castle and Sharon.

Rebecca McKnight, senior biology major, talks as noncha-

Until four years ago, Becky lived in the village of Gerieef, 
five miles outside of Khartum, capital city of the Egyptian Sudan:

Instead, as own- 
er and operator of an extensive agri- 
cultural. farm, employing the most 


‘modern scientific developments, Mr. 


James P. McKnight, Westminster ex- 
20 and a former resident of Volant, 
established an agricultural. vocational 
schopl and welfare center for Sudan- 
ese. 
Scientific Agriculture 

‘Dad wanted to teach the people 
that work for the educated was 
honorable, a fact they found difficult 
to believe”, Becky said. Accordingly 
*her father taught scientific agricul- 
ture ‘to the young natives, partly 


through a three day classroom sche-— 


dule, and partly through three aby 
work on the farm. 
“There were 700 families in tie 


village when we arrived. None could - 


read or write. When we left there 


+ was evidence of considerable pro- 


gress”, Becky continued. 
Becky’s work on the farm was con- 
fined to raising rabbits, pigeons, 


* mongooses, monkeys, and donkeys. 


‘Every morning and evening she spent 
several hours feeding and cleaning 
her pets. 

“My two sisters and I played with 
Sudanese girls until they were about 
six years old. Then they were taken 
into their houses to work”. After 
that, Becky related, they turned to 
the native boys for companionship. 

Falling into a crocodile infested 
river is something Becky remembers 


«“ 


well. .She and her sister had been 
playing on their launch, when she 
slipped and fell into the water. Un- 
able to swim, Rebecca just held her 
breath until her younger sister man- 
aged to push out a bamboo pole to 
her rescue. 
Self-Tutored 

Until she was ready for eighth 
grade, Becky studied at home with 
her mother as teacher. They used 
the American Calvert system of self- 
tutoring, and after five years of 
preparation Becky was ready to |en- 
ter the eighth grade at the Egyptian 
school for missionary children. She 
learned to speak Arabic before Eng- 
lish. 

Instead of vacations on the crowded 
beaches of Atlantic City or in the 
mountain resorts of Vermont, the 
McKnights spent their summers with 
the fuzzy-wuzzy natives of Kipling 
tales or in the jungles of lower Su- 
dan. Hunting and long hikes were 
the only ~sports, so “really it was 
rather dull”. 

“There is no future in the Sudan 
for women, however well educated. 
They are just another piece of chat- 
tel”, was Becky’s reply when asked 
if she intends to go back to Africa. 
Her father is now with the food pro- 
curement forces pf the United States 
Army somewhere in Algiers or Mor- 
rocco. Rebecca is preparing for work 
in a biological laboratory here in the 
states.

Speaks In Chapel 


Former Royal Mountie 
Discusses, The Arctic 








Sydney R. Montague, former 
member of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, now lecturer 
and author, is the next number 
on the lecture course series and 
will speak on “Arctic Frontiers” 
in chapel Tuesday evening, March 
14, according to Herbert Graebner, 
lecture course director. An open 
forum has been arranged at the con- 
clusion of the lecture. 


Besides describing Arctic. frontiers, 
Montague plans to discuss the part 
the Arctic will play in the future and 
our concern witn tne coming reia- 
tions of the Arctic and the civilized 
world. 

“The next migration of man, to 
come when this war is over, will be 
north to Canada and the ‘Arctic Cir- 
cle, and this great migratiog will pro- 
vide an outlet for the war generations 
returning from battle”, believes Mr. 
Montague. “Alaska and Northwest- 
ern Canada have many “Ruhr Val- 
leys” tremendously rich in oil, coal, 
and iron ore. This large untracked 
area covers one million square miles 
of undeveloped wealth”. 

Sydney Montague spent six and a 
half years in the service, three of 
which were spent in the Far North 
above Hudson Bay; and has ton- 
ducted personal research and exam- 
ined the interdependence of the Far 
North and territories now engulfed 
in war. 

He has written three books on his 
experiences, “North To Adventure”, 
“E Lived with the Eskimos”, and 
“Riders in Scarlet”. 

Luther 
Evans, of the Congressional Library 
in Washington, has been cancelled 
due to Evans’ sudden illness.

Clapper Tells How 
To Read Newspaper 


By Raymond Clapper (in Esquire) 

A professional newspaperman and a layman can 
read the same and come up with two different inter- 
pretations of the day’s news—the first correct and sec- 
ond vaguely in error. The reason is that the journalist 

/ utilizes special techniques for culling the editorial wheat 
| from the chaff. | 

Some of these techniques are listed here. If you 
will take the trouble to apply them, devising additional 
yardsticks of your own as you go along, I don’t guar- 
antee that you will be better informed than anyone else 

'—but you will certainly become much less mi:informed 
than ninety-nine out pf a hundred newspaper readers. 

1. Always go beyond the headlines and first para- 
graph. The paper can’t possibly give you the whole 
Story in that brief space—merely the most striking 
aspect of it. Furthermore, even though a prejudiced 
paper will usually print both sides of a story, -it na- 
turally tends to present its own view first. 

2. Learn how to read between the lines. Often. 
under censorship, a reporter will resort to. indirection 
to tell you something he can’t say in plain words. 
Train yourself to catch these overtones. 

3. Consider the source. Note whether the-informa- 
tion comes frem an enemy source or a friendly one, 
whether it is an official announcement or somebody’s 
guess. Notice what the official announcement does not 
say. Those silences often are revealing. Discount 

' dispatches emanating from countries imposing censor- 
ship or bearing thedateline of one country and telling 
of events in another. 

4. Watch out for editoralizing in the news col- 

| umns. Some papers not only tell you the news but 
try to tell you what to think about it. Learn how to 


— detect sly attempts to “color” the news. 


t 


5. Weigh the war news. A minpr engagement may 
| be so spectacular that the headlines suggest it is de- 
cisive. Remember that the tide of battle flows back 
and dorth; avoid-attaching too much importance to 
_ day-to-day battles. 
Don’t stop with reading page one. The thinking 
, Feader often will find more nourishment inside the 
paper than on page one, which is the show-window. 
Frequently the most significant news lacks the spec- 

~ tacular drama to rate page one and you will have to 
look inside to find it. 

7. Finally, Emerson once said that there is creative 
reading as well as creative writing. If you bring to 
the printed page an alert mind, the words will come 
alive with countless ‘tipoffs of what lies behind the 
day’s news, what has brought events about, and the 
directions in which these events are moving. 

And don’t skip the editorials—and the columns. 
There you will find stimulating explanation and com- 
ment that you may or may. not agree with, but which 
will inevitably give the thinking reader vitamins and 
zest and help him to be a participant in the decisive 
times in which: we are living. 

The most humble newspaper reader is a moulder 
of public opinion. _ 

He influences his family, his friends, his working 
associates to large or small degree, depending upon 
his knowledge and understanding of what is going 
on in the world.

To List Of Casualties 
‘By Krakowski 


Two recent casualties were 
added to the rank of Titan ath- 
letes listed under the gold star 
on Westminster’s service flag. 
Of the 14 men reported dead or 
missing in action, seven had 
formerly participated im varsity 
sports. 

Apprentice seaman _ second-class 
Phil Carbines| and Corporal Jack 
Laraway are the latest war victims. 
Laraway was killed in combat train- 
ing when two marine patrol bombers 
collided not far from Cherry Point, 
N. C., while Carbines met his death 
somewhere in the South Pacific. Both 
played on local grid teams; Laraway 
handling halfback duties from 1938 
to 1940 and Carbines playing first- 
string fullback while only a fresh- 
man in 1942, |

Other “outstanding athletes who 
have lost their lives in this war are 
Lt. Dale “Smokey” Dunmire, mem- 
ber of the championship cage quin- 
tet that was invited to the Metro- 
politan tourney in 1941; Lt. Harold 
“Hunch” Pfau, who played on the 


football and track teams from 1938 ° 


to 1941; Lt. Colonel Richard Watt, 
standout grid. performer from 1932 
to 1936; Lt. (jig.) Alan Van Harper, 
football and track man and former 
coach of McKean high school; and 
Captain Thomson Wilson, sports 
personality from 1932 to 1934. 

Four of the athletes, Dunmire, Lar- 
away, Watt, and Pfau, were killed in 
plane crashes; Harper died aboard 
a merchant ship; Carbines was on a 
torpedo boat; and Wilson was killed 
in action in North Africa.

Twice he took 
over the presidency of the college, 
once in 1916 after the retirement of 
Dr. Robert Gracey Ferguson and 
again in 1931 after Dr. Robert Wal- 
lace. 

A resident of Espeville, a farming 
community north of New Wilming- 
ton, Dr. Freeman attended Allegheny 
college.

Stewart Proposes 


Post-War Plans 


Editor Lists Stages 
For Improved Living 


If the United States is to have 
prosperity after the war, it must 
help bring about a higher stand- 
ard of living for the rest of the 
world, Maxwell S. Stewart, as- 
sociate editor of Nation maga- 


zine, declared here Monday night. “ 


Speaking on the topic “Economic 
Aspects of a Christian Peace”, the 
well-known economist addressed a 
near capacity crowd in the Metho- 
dist church in the first of a series of 
public meetings sponsored by the 
Public Affairs Pamphlets and the 
authpr of Planning the Peace at 
Home and Abroad. 


“As long as there are unemploy- 
ment and_ starvation with under- 
nourished and ill-clothed people in 
the world, you will have unrest, 
political upheavels, and eventually 
war”, he said. “America’s industrial 
production is geared to the export 
market and can only operate at near 
capacity to ship to others”, he point- 
ed out, “And if we prosper, we must 
have considerable foreign trade.” 


Stewart listed the stages in the 
process of raising the world’s living 
standard as relief, rehabilitation, re- 
construction, and  world-develop- 
ment. There has been considerable 
planning for the first three steps, he 
said, but much is yet to be accom- 
plished in helping the backward peo- 
ple pf the world to bring the bene- 
fits of 20th century civilization to 
their lands. 

“In ‘planning for the post-war 
world, we must build up much closer 
ties between nations; support those

Sunday night when students came back in crowded buses 
no lights burned in Browne hall, now stripped of even the scant

belongings of the several hundred 
cadets who had made it their home. 
Old Main tower was lighted up, but 
the rest of the campus was dark. 

Dreams, rather nightmares, of a 
Westminster Seminary for Women 
had come true, according to most 
coeds who found the grill almost 
empty of “eligible males”. In the 
dorm we found one girl lying on her 
bed moaning over and over again, 
“But they can’t have gone!” .. But 
they had. 

Professors are suddenly left with 
very little to do. Free periods al- 
most unheard of these past few 
months—will have to be filled with 
student conferences, There is now 
one teacher to every nine students; 
that means more individual atten- 
tion, and perhaps more quizzes. Sev- 
eral will be leaving for the service 
in a few weeks. 

Halls between classes are no long- 
er the madhouse caused by forma- 
tions of khaki blocking doors and 
stairways. Chapel is rather empty 
now. It’s surprising how many ca- 
dets attended those morning services. 

Town children roller skate in front 


of Browne hall again. It’s no longer 
a military reservation. 

Traditionally “in spring a young 
man’s fancy turns to love”. Since 
only the civilian hearts (and the na- 
vy) are here to turn, we ‘find very. 
few couples strolling about campus. 
Instead girls jump rope in front of 
Ferguson hall, and some borrow 
skates and bicycles from the “kids” 
in town.

Journalism Class Attends 


Spectacular Mereer Trial

Journalism students had hoped for “something spectacular” 
when they went to report the trial of Janice Graham in Mercer 
county courthouse all day Tuesday. Well, they got that “some- 
thing spectacular” when charges of accessory after the fact were 
changed to charges of murder on the request of the assistant 


district attorney. 


When the court accepted the new charges, Mrs. Graham, 
aW—— 


tiny mother of the accused Janice, 
who had been sitting directly behind 
the girls, screamed “But they can’t 
do that!” and slumped to the floor 
in hysterics. It was then that Janice, 
who had retained a hardened com- 
posure of almost boredom throughout 
the entire trial, began to cry. This 


“scene was almost too spectacular for 


some of the girls, who hurried from 


_ the room. 


New Experience for Reporters 

Court procedure was new to al- 
most every one of the thirteen stu- 
dents. They had been studying re- 
porting of criminal trials in class, 
but this was the first real practice 
they had. A most cooperative court 
assigned seats in front of the room 
(off from the regular spectators) just 
behind the press table to these “re- 
porters of the day”. From there the 
girls could watch the assistant dis- 
trict attorney, who sat directly across 
from them, examine the state wit- 
nesses. Most eyes were fixed upon 
the young Janice who failed to show 
any emotion as she sat at the defense 
table across the room with her short, 
slim father and her grey haired law- 
yer. 

It was when William Morell, 20- 
year old farmhand and former sweet- 
heart of Janice Graham, was called 
to the stand that the girls leaned 
forward in their seats. His back 
was toward them as he sat in the 
witness chair. Even though the girls 
could see only the back of his brown 
leather jacket they could hear plain- 


ly his self-assured festimony. His 


startling story made them forget the 
pencils they had worn down scrib- 
bling details for the story they all 
had to write for class the next morn- 
ing. Mouths hung half ppen as 
Morell revealed information in al- 
most complete reversal of previous 
statements. It was the story he had 
told only once before—at his own 
trial in December when he was found 
guilty of manslaughter in the death 
‘of one of the victims. 

Most of the girls had sympathized 
with the youthful “Bill” and they 
seemed relieved when he told his 
story of finding Janice in the farm-

Another former student was added 
to the growing list pf Westminster 
casualties of this war when Private 
First Class Robert W. Miller, 20, of 
Butler, was killed in action while 
serving in the Italian campaign.

stated that Pfc. Miller was killed in 
action, February 18, 1944, while serv- 
ing with the armed forces in Italy.

Miller was stationed at Camp Croft, 
S. C., for 13 weeks before leaiving 
for overseas duty. No details of the 
action in which the Titan student lost 
his life were given.

Missing Titan Airman 
Escapes From Germans 


A former Westminster student and 
athlete, First Lieutenant Milton V. 
Shevchik, Ambridge flier who was 
shot down February 8 over Nazi- 
controlled Europe and reported mis- 
sing, has escaped from the Germans 
and returned to England. 

The good news of Lieutenant Shev- 
chik’s escape was contained in a 
brief cablegram to his wife, Mrs. An- 
na Mae Shevchik, which said tersely: 
“Safe in Britain”. 

It is believed that the Ambridge 
flier’s escape from the Nazis was 
made possible by aid from “under- 
ground” groups in Europe. No fur- 
ther details are available at this time.

Uncover Specimens For Senior Theses

bicycle trips cut along the side roads of New Wilmington. 

Rebecca is. making a survey of conspicuous fungi found in 
the woods and fields around the college town in order to devise 


a key of fungi identification. 
the ordinary ob:erver out in | the 
field, di missing the necessity of! lab 
analy.i. under the microscope. 


“As far as Dr. Quick, biology pro- 
fessor, or I know, it is the first key 
of its,kind. At least none ard@ in 
common use for fungi”, eBcky ex- 
plained. Thé fungi would be idenii- 
fied by clearly evident size, shape, 
color, and texture. 

Familiar haunts of college <tu- 
dents . like McLaughry’s wobds, 
Sheakley Hollow, and the Cut ‘are 
excellent source; of fungi, according 
to the collector. No new type: have 
been discovered, but several ‘old 
chestnut logs out in Sheakley Ho!low 
unusual formations of puff balls and 
bracket forms have been found. Ne- 
shannock Falls is a promi:zing source 
of spring fungi. 

“We have an extremely dry fall 
in this region and fungi are not as 
plentiful as we’d like”, Becky said. 

Searching for plants of medicinal 
value in the New Wilmington area, 
Annabelle Hughes has surprisingly 
enough found that the most fruitful 
area for specimens is the “Cut”. 


“The Cut has so many different 


-kinds of ground—swamps, dry earth, 


and stony sections—that many plants

grow there”, Annabelle said. 

After collecting samples of poke 
reot, lobelia, dandelion, worm seed, 
May apple:, and many more common 
plant life, Annabelle has searched 
old files for their legendary values 
as medicine. In addition, she is stu- 
dying modern medical reports to dis- 
cover present day uses. - 

Stories have come down since 
Grandma’s time about the use of 
lobelia or Indian tobaccp for curing 
snakebite and hydrophobia. 

“Now lobelia’s true. value is for 
the relief of bronchial asthma”, said 
Annabelle. 

Poke root was once believed to be 
a “cure” for cancer, according to the 
senior collector, but modern medi- 


cine has disproved that theory. Bit- 


tersweet is now used for kidney 
trouble, and the dried root bark of 
the flowering pink dogwood found in 
surrounding woods is now. used for 
an astringent. 

“Many old theories have been dis- 
proven, but many of the plants com- 
mon around the college do have 
medicinal value”, Annabelle con- 
cluded.

Freshman Martha Beech Describes 
Ballet Dancing As “Wonderful Hobby”

“A wonderful hobby” said Wilkinsburg freshman Martha 
Beech about ther twelve and one half years of toe, tap, and ballet 


dancing. 


“When I was three or four, someone in our family 


thought that it would be nice to. send me to dancing school’, 


explains Martha.

“For my first solo dance I wore a 
white velvet costume, with a fur 
skirt. It was trimmed in rhinestones”, 
remembered Martha. 

A spring show every year, plus a 
Christmas show kept all the classes 
busy. After graduating from the 
“baby” class, Martha went through 
all the stages . . . intermediate to the 
“professional line”. That group, com- 
posed of older girls, was always 
available for performance. 

“We danced at Webster hall in 
Pittsburgh one night and the orches- 
tra and our pianist couldn’t get to- 
gether because they were union and 
she wasn’t, but we finally comprom- 
ised. The show didn’t get started 
until morning . . . five after twelve!” 
laughed Martha. “And another time, 
we gave an afternoon performance 
in Pittsburgh, and got out just in 
time for the late afternoon street-car 
rush. We wondered why we were 
being stared at, and finally attributed 
the looks to Mortimer, the paper 
mache dummy one of the girls was 
carrying”. Mortimer, used in a solo 
act, was all of five feet tall.

Holmes’ Discovery 


Relieves. Allergies 


A new discovery has been 
announced by Dr. Harry N. 
Holmes, ’99, chemistry depart- 
ment head at Oberlin college. 
‘Dr. Holmes, who a year ago re- 
ported successful treatment of 
hay fever patients by means of vita- 
min C doses, was recently quoted 
as claiming similar success in en- 
abling individuals to overcome al- 
lergies toward certain foods. 

In “Annals of Allergy”, Prof. 
Holmes said 19 put of 27 patients 
who saturated their systems with 
daily doses of 500 milligrams of vita- 
min C, overcame intolerance toward 
chocolate, milk, cheese, eggs, wheat, 
oranges, lemons, bananas, tomatoes, 
asparagus, potatoes, pork, or other 
fats. 

Dr. Holmes also reported in the 
March issue of the Ohio State Medi- 
cal journal that “limited studies” 
showed thiamin (vitamin B-1), ef- 
fective in 35 out of 38 cases of sea 
and-air sickness. 

Rrofessor Holmes was former 
pre:ident of the American Chemical 
Society.

Features 
Economic Union 
Stressed As Basis 
Of Durable Peace 


Otto Mallery Believes, 
International Trade Is 
Keynote To Prosperity 


Emphasizing economic union as the 
basis of a “just and durable peace” 
in his speech in the Methodist church 
last Friday night, Otto Todd Mallery, 
internationally known economist, 
said that post-war economic coopera- 
tion would not have to begin on a 
world-wide scale; it could begin with 
small groups and spread to larger 
ones, 

“It is better to light a candle than 
to fear the darkness”, continued Mal- 
lery, quoting an old Chinese proverb. 
Instead of worrying because world- 
wide plans seem top idealistic, we 
can start out with smaller groups“ 
making reciprocal trade treaties, and 
labor standards agreements. 

“To raise, our own standard of 
living we must raise that of others”, 
the economist stated. “The economic 
union which would do this would 
have three principle requisites: re- 
ciprocal trade agreements open to 
any country which might desire to 
come into the union; international 
banking; and the raising of labor 
standards throughout the world.” 

Trends pointing to: international 
cooperation are shown. in the Hull 
.trade agreements and in the Inter- 
national Labor Organization, the only 
thing. left of the Versailles treaty. 
The ILO, which is meeting in Phil- 
adelphia next week, is opposed to 
the idea pf wholely government rep- 
resentation in international affairs. 
Speaking to students after a forum 
on Friday afternoon, Mallery assert- 
ed that we must have economic co- 
operation pr more war. 

“Where goods do not cross’ na- 
tional’ boundaries on missions of 
soldiers will cross on missions of 
peace, soldiers will cross on missions 
of war”, he declared. 

Second of a series of speakers on 
a “Just and Durable Peace”, Mallery 
will be followed by Dr. Bernard 
Clausen of Cleveland, on April 19. 
Dr. Clausen will speak on “The Re- 
ligious Phase of a Just and Durable 
Peace”. .

Looked at through a telescope or 
a powerful microscope, history does 


seem to repeat itself, though, he com- - 


ments. There have been three great 
cycles in human evolution, the col- 
lectional, the hunting, and the agri- 
cultural, all several thousand years 
long. And now, the industrial cycle 
is starting out in the pattern of the 
others—changes in the geographical 
environment, technological innova- 
tions, and increased production. 


“But that isn’t much help to the 


-student, for he can live and die be- 


fore any one stage in the pattern is 
even begun”, Marshall added. “To 
know the final destiny of his civiliza- 
tion is about as useful to him as 
knowing that the sun will freeze 
solid in a few billion years.” 

On the other hand, the student 
finds that “given certain conditions 
of environment and emotional |stres$ 
and instruments for action”, men will 
react individually and collectively in 
the same way. 

“He also learns that men make 
little discoveries, vote for small town 
lawyers, and listen to country 
preachers—events which never get 
into the newspapers but which later 
wind up in history textbooks as 
Newcomen’s steam engine, Lincoln’s 
career, and Christ’s ministry”, Mar- 
shall continues. “But historic events 
are made up of such microscopic ele- 
ments that we can’t discover any 
precise duplication of those events 
in our own age; ifihistory is repeat- 
ing itself, we don’t know it.” 

Close study of Dr. Marshall’s three 
examples do much to explain our in- 
dustrial economic life, our democra- 
cy, and our religion, and if the real 
purpose of history is to explain the 
world we live in it doesn’t have to 
repeat itself. 


“After all, who cares whether his- - 


tory repeats, so long as the history 
teacher doesn’t”, is Dr. Marshall’s 
conclusion.

In “The Alps of America” Monteith 
describes climbers working up rock 
walls in the Northwest and Canadian 
Rockies, skiers traveling a mile a 
minute down the slope near Lake 
Louise or in the High Sierras, and 
trail riders following the skyline 
trails. Besides showing sports life 
in the west, the’ lecturer brings in 
geography, geology, and shows the 
last stand of American wild animal 
life. 


Touring from coast to coast, Mon- 
teith has appeared with many re- 
turn engagements, for leading mu- 
seums, universities, clubs, and lec- 
ture series in all parts of the coun- 
try.

Metropolitan opera baritone 
Walter Olitzki will sing in Wal- 
lace Memorial chapel Friday 
evening, April 21, at 8 o'clock, 
according to Professor Donald 
O. Cameron, head of the music 
conservatory. 

One of the Metropolitan’s sutstandls 
ing interpreters of Wagnerian roles, 
Mr. Olitzki has sung in recitals, ora- 
torios, and on the radio in Europe, 
and has sung with the San Francisco 
Opera company here in America. He 
made his Metropplitan debut in 1939, 
and was immediately acclaimed by 
critics as an artist both in his singing 
and his acting. 

Best known in America for his 
roles of “Beckmesser” in “Die Meis- 
tersinger von Nuernberg”, “Alberich’”’ 
in “Der Ring Des Nibelungen”, and 
“Klingsor” in “Parsifal”, Olitzki has 
a repertoire of about 150 operatic 
roles of the Italian, French, and Rus- 
sian operas.

“I’m just going to play”, Dean Turner laughed when asked 
what she planned to do after retiring as dean of women here 


at Westminster. 


After her active life which she termed “the most enjoyable 
profession a woman could enter”, friends and students find it 
difficult to believe that the white haired counsellor will be con- 


tent to do nothing but “play”. 

She’ admits that returning to live 
with her sister in their home in Wil- 
kensburg, Pennsylvania, will seem 
dull at first..

“Gardening and traveling will 
compri:e the major portion of my 
life”, Miss Turner said, leaning back 
in her. swivel chair. At the first 
sign of spring, people passing by her 
house find her digging in the flower 
plots. Working with plants, especial- 
ly flowers, has been a favorite pas- 
time of Dean Turner since she was 
a student here at Westminster. She 
always manages to bring in a few 
blossoms for her office. 
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“That’s what was wrong with 
Browne hall when I first came here 
—there were no vases for flowers”, 
she said. 

A great lover of “going places, and 
seeing things” Miss Turner is busy 
preparing a list of the places she is 
most anxious to see. Her trip will 
wait until several’ years after the 
war, she insists, since most of the 
world will be in ruins and chaos 
when the fighting stops. She has 
already seen most of America and 
Europe on previous trips. 

Miss Turner remembers her. stu- 
dent days at Westminster although 
“they do seem far away”. Music 
was her favorite subject and she was 
a member of the mixed quartet and 
the women’s quartet. Colleges did- 
n’t offer majors in those days and 
Miss Turner studied Latin and Greek 
and all the mathematics she could 
get. 

“I suppose I'd Be a math major if 
the college had been run as it is to- 
day”, she said. 

Asked why she. is retiring she 
simply said, “A dean of women’s du- 
ties are extremely interesting and 
I’ve enjoyed every iminute. They 
certainly can’t be called tiresome, 
but they are very tiring.”

American Ideal For All ... 


Dr. Bernard Clausen Hopes For Spread 
Of American Plan In World Federation

Dr. Bernard Clausen, sitting contentedly after dinner at 

* Ferguson hall Wednesday evening, chatting with students who 
were former members of his congregation in the Baptist church, 
Pittsburgh, was a model interviewee as he answered questions 


directly and simply. 


“The next hundred years might well be called the “American 


Century” because the American ideal &-—~ —~————-- 


of unified life under a federation 
may cover the whole world”, stated 
Dr. Clausen emphatically, and he 
reiterated this statement in his lec- 
ture, “The Moral Bases of a Post- 
War World”, presented at the Meth- 
odist church that night. 


Stating that other nations might 


well get inspiration from the suc-, 


cessful functioning of our own fed- 
eration of states, he stressed the role 
of churches, individually, and acting 
through the federal council, in bring- 
ing about this federation. He de- 
plores the apparent lack of connec- 
tion in peoples’ lives between re- 
ligion and patriotism. 


Dr. Clausen, now minister of the 
Baptist church in Cleveland, Ohio, 
has just moved from Pittsburgh 
where he served 11 years. He re- 
ceived his AB degree at Colgate uni- 
versity. 

In true Phi Beta Kappa fashion, 
he showed keen interest not only in 
his chosen field, religion, but also

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ventured. a political prediction that 
shocked Republican New Wilming- 
ton: “The next vice president of the 
United States will be Wéndell Will- 
kie”’. He explained that Roosevelt 
will again be president, “In a coali- 
tion of ‘One World’ advocates against 
icolationists”. Roosevelt, he thinks, 
will later step out of the presidential 
office to work in international plans 
such as the suggested world federa- 
tion. y 

“This: is the decisive genefation of 
college students”, said Dr. Clausen, 
warming to his subject when asked 
about the position of colleges in| in- 
fluencing post-war planning. He 
thinks that college students, espec- 
ially in a church school such as this, 
are obedient to Christian ethics, and 
at the same time are enthusiastic 
and patriotic Americans. All that 
is needed is a connection of these 
‘two things so that they will consider 
morals and patriotism as one. 

Praising cooperation of American 
churches in a unified effort at in- 
fluencing the peace, he*says that 
there are no barriers in this respect. 
He considers as necessary both direct 
church action, and an attempted in- 
fluencing of officials through church- 
es. Dr. Clausen &lso recognizes the 
importance of individual churches, 
and lauds the action of the New Wil- 
mington Methodist church. 


Dr. Clausen quoted his favorite 
poet, Frost’s proposed epitaph “He 
had a lovers’ quarrel with the world”, 
as descriptive of every true moralist 
and lover of peace.

Cologne bot- 
tles and lipstick tubes will find their 
way back to those long vacant 
shelves; brass, shined as only the 
army can do it, will soon be dull 
again; and well worn mocasins will 
replace those wear-well army boots 
peeking from under the bed. One 
planned improvement is the transi- 
tion of the second floor center room 
to.a second floor lounge.

Appears Tuesday 


Dr. Ernest Nickel, famous 
whistler, heard in such movies 
as “Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfs” and “Bambi”, will ap- 
pear in chapel Tuesday morn- 
ing, May 2, at 9:35. In addition 
to his work in motion pictures, Dr. 
Nickel gives whistling concerts and 


‘ teaches. 


Considered the only _ concerto 
whistler in the world, Dr. Nickel 
knows his music. He plays the pi- 
ano and cello and when he appears 
as whistler with an orchestra he re- 
hearses twice at the most, rarely 
more than once, and often not at all. 

Whistling symphonic music gives 
opportunity for what Dr. Nickel calls 
“Fancy Stuff”. But doing a Walt 
Disney picture is ja different job. 
When he was given the job of doing 
the bird calls in “Bambi”; he was 
given a script which showed all the 
birds he would have to whistle for. 
After weeks of study, he imitated 
the bird sounds exactly, whistling 
as the bird would in reality. 


“I know as soon as a sound is put 


” whether it is right or not”, Dr. Nic- 


kel said. “I can feel it. We rarely 
had to retake any of the whistles.” 


The artist states that he has “Al- 
ways whistled”. His career, how- 
ever, started when he was in his 
second grade at school. He annoyed 
the teacher, but later she literally 
put him on his feet before an audi- 
ence and told him to “whistle”. He 
did, the audience liked it, and he’s 
been doing it ever since.

* mulling over past records in celebration of National Newspaper

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At its birth in 1884, the Holcad, following the pattern of those 


pre-Hearst-and-Pulitzer days, was 
more the literary magazine than 
newspaper, but the name-was the 
same, and the form has changed 
with the times, emerging today as 
the familiar four-page All-American 
issue. : 

Freshmen and forgetful upperclass- 
men often ask how and where the 
Holcad. (pronounced, by the way, 
Hall-cad), got its name. Both its 
. Name and that of the Argo, college 
yearbook, come out of Greek myth- 
ology. Students in the 1880’s, steeped 
pin the classics, chose a name which 


@ seemed to them to suggest a sort pf

«-launching out in a search for high 
“ideals. This launching out seemed 


« to be sidetracked later, when the 
Holcad, assuming a regular news-. 


paper form, sacrificed quality for 
flashiness. This type of paper may 
still be seen in many college papers. 

The Holcad, though, got put of its 
journalistic rut; and beginning in 
1940, has consistently won an All 
American rating, never before so 
often attained by a Pennsylvania 
school in the same class with West- 
minster. 

Auspicious former editors include 
News Bureau director and journa- 
lism instructor Michael Radock; Paul 
Horn, now staff photographer - for 
the Sharon Herald; Paul Krakowski, 


editing the McKees Rocks Gazette; _ 


Doris-Klein, stooge to the Pittsburgh 
Post-Gazette’s financial editor; many 
others,.now in service or working on 
newspapers. oy 

Old issues disclose pictures of girls 
with odd hair-do’s, strange-sounding 
fratérnity and sorority names. Phi 
Pi Phi is still a nickname of sorts 
for the Alpha Sigs, and numerous 
“yther local fraternities, appearing at 
‘different times, all merged or dis- 
golved. Kappa Phi Lambda ‘stands 
out as the one holdover. There 
‘gare pictuyes, too, of profs past and 
present; a more youthful Dr. A. T. 
Cordray, Mr. Harold Brennan, Mr. 
Thomas Mansell. 

Advertisements reflect the spirit 
of the times, too; today’s simple 
“Meet Your Friends at the Grill”, 
and general small-type ads sand- 
wiched into the Holcad’s pages three 
and four, 


tailor’s advertisement in an 1885 
issue read: “We specialize in suit- 


ings, pantaloonings, overcoatings, and . 


gents’ furnished goods in general”. 

Sports writing in 1902 resulted in 
stories like this: “The game was 
rather roughly played. One of the 
weak points in the team ‘was in lo-, 
cating the basket”. But here’s a 
turn-of-the-century to which we 
can still say “Amen”; “New Wilming- 
ton, the home of Westminster, is 
beautiful: for situation. Electric 
lights, telegraph, telephone, bank and 
numerous places of business give 
most of the conveniences of the city; 
while churches and schools, with the 
entire absence of the saloon, the 
Sunday newspaper and other allure- 
ments to vice, give good society and 
pure moral atmosphere”.

Noted For Missionary Work In China 


Westminster Graduate Serves 62 Years 
As Leader In Far Eastern Education 


Noted as one of the world’s outstanding missidharies, the Rev- 
.erend Watson M. Hayes, Westminster graduating class of 1879, 
is reported to have died August 2, 1944 in Weishsien, China. Dr. 
Hayes, recognized as a leading Chinese. scholar, served: for 62 

years as a Presbyterian missionary in the Far East. 
Dr. Hayes was instrumental in developing many of the 


phases of modern Chinese educa- 
tion. During his service in the Shan- 
tung province, he presented to the 
Chinese government a complete plan 
for a moderns¢chool system and 
founded the ‘< “Yang Times”, first 
newspaper in th.” wince. 
Founded University 

One of his achievements was the 
founding of the Provincial Univer- 
sity of Shantung. Called upon by 
the governor of the province in 1901 
to establish a university, Dr. Hayes 


set up a school and became its first 
, president. While acting as president 


there, he was influential in the gov-

legal holiday for schools and colleges. 

Previously Dr. Hayes taught for 
12 years in the Teng-chow college, 
founded by Dr. Calvin Mateer. He 

- And Dr. Mateer manufactured their 

own laboratory apparatus and made 
their scientific teaching as effective 
as any then available. When Dr. 
Mateer died, Dr. Hayes became pres- 
ident of the college. 
Differences Arise 

Dr. Hayes resigned as president of 
the college he founded in Shantung 
province because of the new con- 
servative Confucian governor and be- 
came head of the Theological depart- 
ment of Cheeloo university. How- 
ever, differences arose there over 
methods of theological teaching; and 
Hayes along with many of the Pres- 
byterian students established a sehool 
at Weishsien, afterwards moving to 
organize the North China Theologi- 
cal seminary. 

A new venture in co-education in 
theological study was originated in 
this seminary. 


Saw Jap Occupation 

Though officially retired at the age 
of 70 in 1927, Dr. Hayes went on with 
his work. The last report from the 
missionary himself told pf the Jap- 
anese occupation of the province and 
the closure of the schools. 

Dr. Hayes was born in Mercer 
county, Pa., in 1857. After being 
graduated from Westminster in 1879, 
he entered Western Theological sem- 
inary. Teaching for pnly several 
months in Jefferson academy, Can- 
onsburg, Pa., he and his young wife 
went to China to begin a 62 year 
career. ; ;

War Tales Tell Facts 
Foreign Censors Hide 
By Grace Jones 


Out of this war has. come a dif- 
ferent type of book—the warstory 
told by the writing soldier, the news 
correspondent who enters. the thick 
of battle to be able* to tell his “read- 
ers the real mode of living of their 
fighting sgns, Vivid, harsh, realistic, 
fast-moving, and exciting are these 
books which telf us what the foreign 
censers keep out of the newspapers. 
Front Line Reporter 

Ernie Pyle, most prominent cor- 
‘respondent of this war, -has written 
“Here Is Your War”, a human in- 
terest story af the African campaign 
consisting of the author’s newspaper 
columns in expanded form with pen 
drawings added. 

Of*his book, Ernie Pyle has said, 
“1 only know what we see from our 
worm’s-eye view, and:our segment 
of the picture ccnsists only of tired 
and dirty soldiers wha are alive and 
don’t want to die; pf long darkened 
conveys in the middle of the night; 
of shocked silent men wandering 
back down the hill from battle... 
All these it; is composed of; and of 
graves and~graves and graves.” 

Quenton Reynolds, another Ameri- 
can correspondent, has written two 
first-hand reports of this war. The 
first, “Dress Rehearsal”, was a stir- 
ring report of the raid at, Dieppe, 
written by a war correspondent. who 
went with the commandos in a Brit- 
ish battleship. 

Real Show Begins 

His second book, “The Curtain 
Rises”, takes you with him to the 

many ‘fronts he visited—to Trinidad 
where he spent St. Patrick’s day 
with Pat O’Brien —to Russia where 
‘he found a city literally put to death 
by the. Germans, and hard-boiled 
American sergeants discussing the 
fine. points of the Russian ballet,— 
to North Africa, where for the first 
time he saw the American army in 
combat in the Sicilian invasion,—to 
Palestine, where the Arab-Jew ques- 
tion appeared to him an unceasing 
conflict of two rights. Since his last 
book was called “Dress Rehearsal”, 
Reynolds thinks “The Curtain Rises” 
is a logical ‘title for this story of the 
beginning pf the real show for the 
American army. 

Uncensored Report 

Leland Stowe, former winner of 
the Pulitzer prize in Journalism, has 
written “They Shall Not Sleep”, an 
uncensored report which could -not 
appear in his newspaper dispatches 
because of foreign censorship. His 
book, in which he tells of his ex- 
periences in Burma, India, China, 
and Russia, is great war reporting 
based on both personal observation 
and serious thought.

The 7 o'clock Sunday closing rule, 
observed only in part last year be- 
cause of transportation difficulties, 
will be rigidly enforced this term 
the dean ofwomen announced. How- 
ever, one 10 o’clock or Monday morn- 
ing permission a month will be al- 
lowed each student who leaves cam- 
pus for the weekend. 

Exceptions to the rule will be made 
for the freshman women by Miss 
Helen Sittig, resident director of 
Browne hall, and for the upperclass 
women by Dean Mary Jane Steven- 
son.

Arthur Gaeth Cautions America About Dictated Peace; 
Favors Democratic Foundation For European Settlement 


Emphasizing need for definite ac- 
tion now to prevent disastrous future 
wars of heavy bombers and long- 
range robot bombs, newscaster Ar- 
thur Gaeth outlined probably~inter- 
national developments in the period 
“From Total War to Peace” in a 
lecture course speech Wednesday 
night. 


The post-war period will see a 
“great leveling” in Europe, Gaeth 
said, with a day of the “common 
man”. Those on top will be whittled 
down by the masses who fought the 
Nazis and who will exert the great 
influence in government, he added. 


“We may be an obstacle to the 
e:tablishment of peace if we try to 
tell Europe what is good for them”, 
the speaker declared. “If we try to 
interfere or to stop the process, we 
will force the situation into the hands 
of radicals who will look toward the 
East”. 

We should permit Europe to solve 
its, problems on a democratic basis 
with only two reservations, he said. 


- The solution must not be fascist and 


it must not threaten the security of 
others, he emphasized. 

Highlights of his analysis of events 
in the nations of Europe included: _ 

RUSSIA—Poo-pooing any danger 
of Soviet-American friction, Gaeth 
commented, “Just because Russia has 
an economy unlike ours is no reason 
why American economists have (to 
wage war against Russia. We, too, 
were revolutionaries” he said, “and 
our hands were not lily-white, but 
the world survived and we’re going 
to survive”. 

ITALY—“First of all we need | to 
eliminate the fascists in Italy, and 
then we need to eliminate the friends 
of the fascists”, he said. “The latter

AMERICA—In addition to the 
problem} of providing for peace, Am- 
erica will have a job of internal] ad- 
justment, Gaeth said. We must have 
post-war planning for a system of 
full employment. America must 
maintain an economy of 120 million 
dollars to sanitate the national debt, 
he declared. 


According to the speaker, govern- 
ment regulation of industry will con- 
tinue. There will be some kind of 
private) enterprise but Americans 
cannot depend on business alone to 
solve its problems because business 
operates on the profit motive and will 
not function without profit, absorb- 
ing shocks and bridging gaps, he 
charged. 


“We must.do something about dis- 
tribution; America’s tremendous pro- 
duction can take care of itself”, the 
lecturer commented. “We must re- 
numerate those who produce so they 
can buy the products pf industry and 
keep the system fluid”. 

“These are realities we must face”, 
Gaeth concluded.

When the Japs overran Thailand 
and struck towards Singapore, Sec- 
retary Stimson sent Hartzell to Bur- 
ma to assist sending relief to the 
Flying Tigers. After reaching Chen- 
nault’s Tigers, he followed them for 
16 months, until he was injured and 
sent to India for hospitalization. 

Holder of 12 war honors, Hart- 
zell won the Silver Star for flying 
into Jap-held China to rescue the 
downed Doolittle flyers, and the Air 
Medal for 25 missions pver enemy 
country. He was also awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross for flying 
through Jap Zeros an overloaded 
and unarmed transport by a hand 
fuel pump with two engines out. 

Retiring from‘ the service last 
month because of a spinal injury, 
the ace came to Los Angeles to speak. 
Spotted by talent scouts, he signed 
without a test, an MGM contract,

By 1931, this 
moverent had gained such momentum that 37 
assemblies were piously studying and modify- 
ing Wilson’s League.

In 1940 rivalry arose as one group’s 
threat of kidnapping members of 
the opposing faction was printed in 
the Holcad. As far as can be as- 
certained, though, all proceedings 
continued with clean politics pre- 
dominant. 

During the 1936 campaign, appear- 
ed, a Republican political daily, “The 
Republican News”, probably one of 
the most partisan pieces of propa- 
ganda ever issued at Westminster. 

Showing that the, at times, humor- 
ous enthusiasm displayed ‘this week 
in chapel was nothing new we quote 
a 1936 Holcad:

Loyal Japanese 

Japanese in the islands, he ex- 
plains, are almost completely loyal 
to the United States: Most of them 
are now serving in the army, usually 
in the Eurppean sector. The Univer- 
sity ROTC unit, composed mostly of 
Japanese, was mobilized immediatély 
when .the war began. 

Almost completely oriental, the 
university is nevertheless attended 
by Americans from the mainland. 
Conversely, most of the whites in 
the Islands come back to the United 
States to go to college.

From Aireraft Carrier In Pacific 


Lieut. (j.g.) Peter L. Evanoff, former Westminster college 
football captain, has been reported missing inaction in the South 
Pacific, since Oct. 13, according to word received here. 


A resident of Erie, Pa., 


Pete is the second of four Evanoff 


brothers in service to be reported missing. A brother, Harry, 
survived the sinking of the carrier, Wasp, but is believed to have 


lost’ his life when the light carrier, 
- Liscombe Bay, was sunk in the Gil- 
berts. 
~* Two other Evanoff brothers are 
also in the navy, Mike at Great Lakes 
and Fred at sea. Also a Westmin- 
ster student, Mike played football 
with the Titan varsity squad “during 
the 1942 season before enlisting. 

Lieutenant Evanoff, who is be- 
lieved to have been in action in the 
Philippines, was recently awarded 
a presidential citation for his action 
as the pilot of a navy Hellcat fighter 
plane based on a carrier flagship 
during the battles of Palay, the Mari- 
annas, Guam, and other attack points. 
He also holds the Air Medal. 

“Last May, Pete had a narrow es- 
cape and his rear gunner was killed 
when eight navy fighters broke up 
a 15-plane attack on the United 
States fleet force. 

A graduate of McKeen high school, 
Evanoff received his degree in busi- 
ness administration from Westmin- 
ster in 1942. He entered service

Robert McChesney 
Escapes Germans 


Airman Tricks Guard; 
Disappears At Station 


After a series of story-bopk ad- 
ventures, Lieutenant William H. Mc- 
Chesney, ex-’45, dive bomber pilot 
in the European theater, returned to 
his home in Penn township, Pa. 

McChesney had been dive-bombing 
a German airfield in France on his 
seventy-second sortie when his plane 
was badly damaged and he was 
forced to bail out. 

German soldiers found him, and 
took him to a prison on the Swiss- 
German border, the former West- 
minster student told Pittsburgh air- 
men.. After seven days he: and 50 
other Americans were put on a train 
headed for Germany. 

At midnight the train stopped to 
change engines, and it was then that 


* McChesney, dressed in a French ci- 
vilian coat that he had been given . 


to keep warm in prison, was able to 
overcome his guard and _ escape 
through the crowd in the station. 

McChesney was able to contact 
the French underground. Taken to 
the Maquis commander of the area, 
he was sent as a representative of 
the French army to meet the ap- 
proaching American Seventh army 
coming up frpm the South. 

“They wanted to make sure of 
American strength and willingness 
to help them”, the airman related. 

Met by American officers, the pilot 
quickly taken to headquarters from 
where he was flown to Rome, Naples, 
Algiers, Casablanca, back to London, 
and then was sent to his outfit in 
France. — | 

In service since October, 1942, the 
former Westminster student has shot 
down two ME 109s in his flights over 
‘Europe.

Points of disagreement are-many, 
too. Some students like many tests, 
and protest basing of grades on only 
six weeks tests, while others would 
prefer a final grade based only on 
the final exam. Some like classes 
based, strictly on textbooks, while 
others wish profs wouldn’t stick to 
books so much: Some prefer class 
discussions, while others get more 
out of the straight lecture method. 
While part of the students protest 
that faculty members are too inter- 
ested in other things to do justice 
to their teaching, others like profs 
who show interest in outside things, 
and who bring them into their lec- 
tures.

Beating out the rhythm of freshman Bill Stevenson’s boogie- 
woogie, and muttering “boy that kid’s good,” baritone Donald 


Dickson gave the first in a series of indications that he advocates. 


modernization of the music world. 
“Music, like everything else, has to keep up with the times,” 


he emphasized. 


Opera as it is done by our leading companies is an outmoded 


form of entertainment, according to 
the young American singer who made 
his debut at the Metropolitan at 
twenty-five. 

“It's absolutely corny,” Dickson 
shuddered as he Tecalled how a 280 
pound Melchior and a 180 pound

“The greatest love scene in music, 
and because of their size Tristram

Opera sung in English is one of 
Dickson’s ways of modernizing mu- 
sical drama. 

“England and the United States 
are the only two nations that have 
not translated the roles into their 
own tongues; and they are the only 
countries in which opera has not 
been a success,” Dickson said.

“No one cculd inject any personal 
feeling into a part with*that little 
practice.” 

Opera should take a tip from the 
movies, Dickson hinted, and pick 
singers who can fit into the char- 
acter.

Concert work is Dickson’s favorite 
and the little town of Harlingen, 
Texas gave him his greatest thrill 
in his musical career. Two months 
before he was to appear in the little 
town on the Gulf of Mexico, the 
baritone was asked to send four sam- 
ple programs.

Library’s Newspaper Exhibit Proves 
French Presses Never Ceased Rolling 


Presses of France have been rolling even during the dark 


months ‘of Nazi occupation. 


Evidence of this can be found ‘in 


the copies of both collaborationist and Free French newspapers 
exhibited this week in the library’s second floor display case 
in observance of Freedom of the Press week. 

Smuggled out of occupied France by an American airman 


escaping through the underground, 
the papers give a two-sided view of 
French newspaperwork during: the 
four’years the Germans were in con- 
trol at Paris. 

Underground at Work 

Working scretly with their presses 
operating in hidden spots, loyal edi- 
tors published “Le Patriote,” official 
organ of th Free French forces of 
liberation. December 25, 1943 and 
January 25, 1944 issues (3 copies on 
exhikii} contain stirring challenges 
to loyal French, and in bold face 
type the worlds of their leader, Gen- 
eral DeGaulle “Soypns prets pour 
l’Insurrection Nationale!” Be ready 
for the National insurrection. 

In-an attempt to unite the French 
people under the yoke of the Nazi 
regime, editorials in the collabora- 
tionist newspapers, “Paris-Soir,” 
“Paris Midi,” and “L’Ouest-Ecair,” 
proclaimed the inefficiency pf the 
American and English systems and 
the threat of .communistic Russia. 
One, signed Lucien Mignoton,- an- 
nounced that Nazi socialism is the 
only society based on justice, merit, 
and regenerated conditions of life. 

Pictures of Paris apartment houses, 
supposedly wrecked by American and 
British airmen are displayed promi- 
nently on the*front pages of the col- 
laborationist papers. 

Students Warned 

A special warning to students is 
found in the “Paris-Soir,” once a 
leading Paris publication, now un- 
dr Nazi control. All students were 
reminded that they must be able at 
the request pf a Nazi official to show 
reasons why they are studying and 
give account of what they are study- 
ing. 

Decorated in one corner with a 
pencil marked French tri-color a 
handbill, printed in German, sug- 
gesting revolt and surrender was dis- 
tributed by the French Underground 
among Nazi soldiers. 

Four handbills of the underground 
press, one mimeographed, are in- 
cluded in the exhibit, all suggesting 
that even with the Nazi domination 
the loyal French never once gave up 
hope, but held out until the day of 
liberation came. 

Material for the Freedom of the 
Press Week exhibit was loaned to 
the library by Mr. Michael Radock, 
journalism instructor and director 
of the News Bureau. They were 
_given to him by a friend shot down 
over France on ‘his seventeenth 


bombing mission.

Senate Clarifies 


Of Senior Women 


Student Must Obtain 
A Blanket Permission 
For Overnight Absence 


Senate, women’s governing 
body of Westminster, has been 
working on much-needed speci- 
fic rules for seniors who have 
previously been called “unre- 
stricted.” 


Due to the controversy aris- 
ing over the term “unrestricted”, it 
has been changed to “senior privi- 
leges,” according to Senate president 
Eleanor Berry. A first semester 
senior woman is entitled to senior 
privileges if she has a 2 average scho- 
lastically, and all second semester 
seniors have these privileges. 
Parents’ Permission 

Beginning next semester, a form 
letter will be sent by Senate to par- 
ents of the senior stating that she is 
eligible to have senior privileges and 
stating the privileges. 

Parents are requested to send a 
blanket permission to cover absences 
of seniors at the beginning pf the 
semester for the protection of the 
student and to relieve the school of 
responsibility. 

List of Privileges 

Senior privileges include: 

1. Ten o'clock permission every 
week night. 

2. Ten p’clock every Sunday night 
if attending chapel, or if off campus 
for the weekend. 

3. Signing “out” only on a special 
list of privileyed seniors when leav- 
ing dorm during the week. 

4. When staying out in town over- 
night during week or weekend, it 
is necessary only to leave the ad- 
dress. 

Gives Destination 

Every senior with privileges will 
be given a «ad of slips to be left at 
the desk before leaving campus. Ail 
required on these slips is destina- 
tion and time returning. This is not 
a restriction. There is no permis- 
sion to obtain, and slips will not be 
filed. The procedure is merely a 
gesture i courtesy and, in case of 
any emergency, will serve as a neth- 
ed of getting in touch with the per- 
son. 

These rules will serve as a basis 
and may be added to or amended 
the orginizatior president added.

‘No, I’m not trying to flatter you,” the philosopher added 


quickly as your reporter looked up in surprise.

Dr. Overstreet: explained that after 
the first deade or'so of the twentieth 
century the shift of emphasis was 
made from the physical sciences to 
the social sciences. He didn’ mean 
to imply, he added, that physical 
sciences are being neglected; but that 
they ‘are. being coupled with devel- 
opment in the psychological and his- 
torical studies, a mpst’ fortunate shift 
in his opinion. 

“Physicai sciences have done tre- 
mendous things for us. They have 
taught us the value of honest ob-

jectivity, but they leave us little room 
for personal expression in the labora- 
tory,” he continued, illustrating his 
point. 

How can the younger generation 
make use of this opportunity? 

“Do away with those stereotypes 
and prejudices. Start right here on 
campus,” the philosopher proposed 
as the first.down-to-earth step. 

We must learn to understand the 
causes of things according to Dr. 
Overstreet, learn why Germany ac- 
cepted Nazism, learn why we suf- 
fered the great depression.

Overstreet Speaks 
Thanksgiving Day 


Good Philosophy Cited 
As Individual ‘*Must’* 


Tracing the standard philosophies 
of man through the ages, Dr. Harry 
Overstreet, philosopher, climaxed a 
day of holiday festivities in a lecture 
Thursday night. 


Dr. Overstreet compared the two 
philosophies to two threads weaving 
through society... A golden thread 
illustrated the philosophy of moral 
reciprocity, and a scarlet one rep- 
resented moral non-reciprocity. 

“The philosophy of moral reciproci- 


ty is that of great men like Thomas 
Jefferson, Abraham Lincoln, and 
Christ; and if we want to build the 
kind of world we would like to have, 
we must continue the philosophy of 
those men,” he added. 


In discussing the master race prob- 
lem the Speaker declared that the 
master race theory is here in Am- 
erica; and if America is going to 
come clean. and live with others, she 
must come to a reciprocating rela- 
tionship. 

“Complete reciprocal; cooperation 
hetween nations is the only way to 
avoid war,” he declared. 

We in America are having to find 
our philosophies in these days, and 
we must avoid a bad philosophy of 
life by avoiding favoritism and neu- 
rotic self-pity, according to the 
speaker. 


“Good personal philosophy is the 
most important thing about any per- 
son, the most important thing in 
life,’ Overstreet emphasized.

“Modern Socrates says, ‘Know thy- 
self AND thy world’,” the philoso- 
pher illustrated, The knowledge we 
as students are gaining will bring 
us the power to solve the “whys” of

“My generation had no cause worth 
speaking of — perhaps missionary 
work. We sat back, instead, and

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Doctor To Speak Russian Violinist Presents — 
For Leper Colony Concert In Chapel Thursday 


Kellersberger To Tell 
Of Mission War Work 


Dr. Eugene R. Kellersberger, gen- 
eral secretary of the American Mis- 


‘sion to Lepers, will outline the Mis- 


sion’s war time program in a chapel 
address Friday evening, December 8, 
at 8 o'clock. | 


Dr. Kellersberger, an ordained 
Presbyterian minister and doctor of 


medicine, was a medical missionary 


in Belgian Congo for 24 years, where 
he founded the Bibanga medical ser- 
vice, hospital, and Bibanga agricul- 
tural leper colony. He is the holder 
of two Belgian decorations, Cheva- 
lier of Royal Order of the Lion and 
Chevalier of Royal Order of the 
Crown. 


In 1936 iKelisraberooe was appoint- 
ed delegate of the Belgian Congo to 
the first World Leprosy congress at 
Cairo, Egypt, by the government. He 
also became medical secretary of the 
Congo Protestant council, and a 
member of. the Royal Commission 
for the Protection of Natives. 


| 
During his work in the Belgian 
Congo the speaker became an ex+ 
pert not only in the field of leprosy 
but of other tropical diseases, notably 
African sleeping sickness. He is now 
in constant demand at medical 
schools and other centers where 
American Army and Navy doctors 
are being trained for tropical ser- 
vice.
